National Convention. 


SOME EXCITEMENT IN WASHINGTON. 


qt is Claimed That Putting Off the Day 
Until July Is a Defeat for the 
Administration. 


Wasninoton, February 22.—[{Special.]—In- 
tense excitement prevails here tonight over 
the defeat of the administration by the demo- 
cratic national committee today. Even such 
ardent aimirers as Po tmaster-General Dick- 
inson and Congressman Scott acknowledge it 
toa certain extent. The committee was in 
session from noom until six o’clock, and in all 
that time were unable to agree upon a place to 
hold the conventicn. At two o'clock, how- 
ever, it was announced from Willard’s, where 
the meeting was privately held, that July 3 
had been decided upon as the date. The meet- 
ing then took a recess for thirty minutes, and 
immediately there arose.a cry that it meant 

A DEFEAT FOR THE ADMINISTRATION, 

for it had been publicly stated that President 
Cleveland had expressed a wish for the con- 
vention to be held previous to that of the re- 
publicans ; in fact, Conzressman Scott, Cleve- 
Jand’s most ardent supporter, had announced 
this in aforcible and earnest speech in the 
meeting, and Captain F. W. Dawson backed 
him in one of his characteristic and able 
speeclies, in which he argued the urgent neces- 
sity of the democratic convention being held 
previous to the republicans, on account of the 
platforms, which, of necessity, will contain 
many similar points. He believed the people 
would only consider it a reproduction of the 
republican platform, and that would do incalcu- 
lable injury to the party before the people of the 
country. The prime leaders of the anti- 
alministrationists, and the successful ones, 
were Senators Gorman, of Maryland, and Bar- 
bour; of Virginia. It isa well known fact 

hata breach has existed between Senator 
Gorman and Mr. Cleveland for some time, al- 
though Mr. Gorman was oneof the most 
influential menin the party in making Mr. 
Cleveland president. Itis said he is manipu- 
lating the wires for Hill. However, it is 
known that the leaders who were influential 
in defeating the early convention movement 
gre those who are 

NOT IN SYMPATHY WITH MR, CLEVELAND 
in his free-trade message, and their strong fol- 
lowing is undeniable proof that Mr. Cleve- 
lind has not at his back the factors of demo- 
cratic success in his free-trade folly. Scott 
Was raving mad when defeated in his early 
convention movement, and came from the 
hall cursing and swearing that he would not 
return. However, when the convention was 
again called to order he had cooled down con- 
siderably and resumed his former seat in the 
hall. Some few of the most earnest adminis- 
trationists deny the defeat, and claim that 
July 3d was chosen in order to allow tariff 
legislation to be enacted by congress before 
the democratic platform was adopted. 

Some other democrats give as an excuse for 
the late date that those favoring both San- 
Francisco and Chicago labored under the im- 
pression that the respective chances were bet- 
ter with a late than an early convention, and 
that laboring under this impression, all the 
western and territorial delegates had voted for 
the July date. 

THE VOTING WAS SPIRITED, 

and although Sunset Cox made a great speech 
for New York, not a vote for the metropolis 
was recorded, The first six ballots resulted in 
16 each for St, Louis and Chicago, and 15 for 
San Francisco. The golden city then spurted 
up tol9 on the tenth ballot, with 15 and 14 
respectively for the other two, Cincinnati get- 
ting one. On the eleventh and last ballot before 
adjournmeut until tomorrow, the vote stood 
San Francisco, 17; Chicago, 15; St. Louis, 14;

A new phase of affairs has: been developed 
since 10 o’clock tonight. Postmaster-General 
Dickinson, Congressman Scott and Captain F. 
W.Dawson,of South Carolina,met at the house 
of the former and discussed the situation at 
length. They determined that the convention 
must at all hazards be held before that of the 
republicans,and decided to muster the adminis- 
trationists and makea great effort to reconsider 
the action of today and make the date be the 
S:hofJune. St. Louisis the point they have 
select ‘d for the conventien, and a great effort 
is being made tonight to combine the friends 
o{ the administration. Many of the most ard- 
ent administrationists voted all today for both 
Chicago and San Francisco, and it will take 
unlimited persuasion to convince them of the 
necessity for a change in their votes. Now, if 
Mr. Dickinson and Congressman Scott fail 
both as to the date and location, threats are 
made that Mr. Cleveland will decline to allow 
his name to go before the convention, and re- 
sign the executive committee and the demo- 
cratic party to the mercy of Barbour and 
Gorman. 


THEY COULD NOT AGRER. ag 

Congressman{Scott visited Willard’s at mid- 
night and held a consultation with Messrs. 
Hogan, of Chicago, and Weston, who hold 
Postmaster-General Dickinson’s proxy, and 
stated that he, Vilas and Dickinson desired, as 
they had used their influence in favor of 
Chicago today, that Chicago would now throw 
at least a part of her vote to St. Louis. That 
if they do not agree to this, San Francisco 
Will certainly get the convention on the third 
ballot. Messrs. Hogan and Weston then con- 
sulted with the Chicago delegation, who re- 
fused point blank to accede to the request, and 
Seems now the chances are greatly in favor 
of San Francisco, with St. Louis second. Thus 
ifthe above threats are put into execution, 

Ur. Cleveland will not be a candidate.

THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


Speeches Before the Committee and the 
3 Balloting. 

WASHINGTON, February 22.—The national 
democ ratic committee met in Willard’s hotel, 
this city, at noon today, for the purpose of 
selecting a time and place for. the hol ing of 
the next democratic convention, Ex-Senator 
William H. Barnum presided, and F. O. 
Prince acted as secretary. There was a full 
attendance of delegates, the only vacancy 
being in the membership from. the state of 
Now York. After a brief discussion William 
Steinway was elected to fill the vacancy. 

After the organization had been completed 
the chairman said the first business was the 
Selection of the date for holding the national 
democratic convention. Senator Gorman 
offered a resolution

tained how the republican platform was 
framed and who were the nominees of that 
party. 

Another proposition was made at this junc- 
ture to fix the date for holding the convention 
June 5th, but this,as well as the early date sug- 
gested by Mr. Scott, was objected to by Sena- 
tor Gorman, who declared that, owing to the 
fact that there were some differences of opin- 
ion in the democratic party on the tariff ques- 
tion, it would be impolitic to hold the conven- 
tion before the democratic house of represent- 
atives had an opportunity to agree upon the 
tariff, which would bring together all dissent- 
ing opinion and secure the united support of 
the party. When such a bill had been agreed 
upon the democrats could fasten upon the re- 
publican senate the responsibility for the fail- 
ure to enact a law revising the existing tariff 
law and correcting its evils. 

Senator Pasco, of Florida, briefly expressed 
himself as in favor of an early date. 

A ballot was then taken on the three proposi- 
tions which disclosed the fact that the advocates 
of the July date had aclear majority over the 
adherentg to the May and June dates. The 
latter then combined their forces to secure the 
selection of June 5th, but the committee, by a 
vote of 28 to 19, agreed that the convention 
should be held on July 3d, next. A short re- 
cess was then taken. 

When the committee assembled, on motion 
of Mr. Dawson, of South Carolina, representa- 
tives of the press and personal friends of mem- 
bers of the committee were admitted to the 
session. 

CHICAGO’S ARGUMENT. 

The committee gave a hearing to represen- 
tatives of the various cities which are con- 
tending for the honor of securing the conven- 
tion. The first audience being given to W. 
W. Fuller, of Chicago, who presented the rea- 
sors Why that city should be selected. 

Mr. Fuller congratulated the committee on 
the changed conditions of political affairs since 
he had the honor, four -years ago, to present 
the desire of the citizens of Chicago that the 
committee should select that city for the hold- 
ing of tbe democratic convention. Then 
twenty-four years of exclusion from power had 
imbued the democratic party with that feeling 
of timidity which characterizes a minority 

arty and which kept it such. Then that great 
eader who had infiuenced the party by his 
force of will and his wonderful power of or- 
ganization, no longer led the forces which he 
had so long commanded. Then the republican 
party was indulging inthe arrogant assump- 
tion that one-half of the American pacele 
were unfit for public office. But the election 
of 1884 had changed all that. Honesty, sim- 
pore k the courage of the leader which the 
ast convention had selected, had carried the 
democratic party to victory, and now three 
years of democratic administration saw pros- 
perity in the country, honesty in every depart- 
ment and success in diplomacy, through 
astuteness, knowledge and good sense, rather 
than through the fiery effervescence of a 
pyrotechnical display. [Applause.| 

It wasa matter of consideration whether 
the committee should tempt a change of luck 
by a change of place. Chicago offerod an un- 
equalled July climate, amplest hotel accom- 
modations, and the largest telegraph, news- 
paper and railroad facilities. It had an 
auditorium with a seating capacity 
of 8,000, and an ex position uild- 
ing with a seating capacity of 16,000- 
which could be increased to 20,000. He then re- 
ferred to what he regared as the changing polit 
ical conditions of some ofthe states bordering 
upon Illinois, and he declared that the hold- 
ing of the convention inChicago would have an 
effect in hastening that change, and he alluded 
to the reduced republican majority in 1888 in a 
congressional district of Michigan as tending 
to show that that state might find a place in 
the democratic column. Ag Chicago went, so 
went Illinois. The coming canvass would be 
a business men’s canvass and the business men 
of Chicago, by a large majority (and a majori- 
ty of them republicans), were in favor of the 
re-election of the present chief magistrate of 
this country. [Applause.] 

For the first time in thirty-two years the 
democratic party was going into a presidential 
campaign with the prospect, on account of the 
possession by Grover Cleveland of the quali- 
ties which had endeared Stephen A, Douglas 
to the democracy, of carrying L[lilinois. The 
convictions, and the courage of these convic- 
tions, of the president, had given the democ- 
racy of Dlinoisa hope of at last crossing the 
‘current roaring loud, on unsteady footing of 
spear.’ If the democratic party gave the con- 
vention to Chicago it would have a response 
from the great west next November that would 
settle party domination in this country for- 
ever. {Applause.] 

CINCINNATI'S CLAIMS. 

General] Hunt presented the claims of Cincin- 
nati, a duty which had been assigned to Speaker 
Carlisle. He regretted the enforced absénce 
of that gentleman, who, he said, had been 
summoned to the bedside of his sick son in 
Kansas. He was assured that the sympathy 
of the committee would follow the speaker in 
his calamity. 

NEW YORK’S ADVANTAGE. 

Representative S. 8. Cox, of New York, 
then went to the platform to present the claims 
of the metropolitan city, and was greeted with 
loud applause and cheers. He thanked the 
committee for the kind reception given New 
York in hisown person. Thatcity, he said, 
presented, through her business, its political 
organizations, and all associations which be- 
longed to that democratic stronghold, its earn- 
est request for the meeting of the democratic 
convention at that place. He presented com- 
munications from the business men’s commit- 
tee of New York, setting forth the accommo- 
dations which could be afforded the convention 
in Madison Square Garden, and making 
generous offers of hospitality to the committee 
aud ofthe convenience of delegates to the 
convention, As to transportation 
said Mr. Cox, New York would stand 
on a par with any other city, 
and as to the journalistic and telegraphic com- 
munication, it was far ahead. AJ] roads led to 
New York as an industrial, commercial and 
imperial emporium, for the democracy of New 
York wasan imperial democracy. He did not 
say New York surpassed her sisters in sur- 
burban comfort and sea breezes, but she was 
the peer of other cities, not excepting Constan- 
tinople itself. [Laughter.] 

WHY 8ST. LOUIS WANTS IT. 

Mayor Francis, of St. Louis, contenced that 
the convention should be held in the same city 
which had been the scene of the memorable 
convention of 1876, which had broken the lon 
record of republican successes. (Applause, | 
He asked that the convention should be hel 
in that city, on the banks of the Mississippi, 
which within three short months had tendered 
to the national leader of the democratic party 
such an ovation as had never been surp 
in any country. The national interests of dem- 
ocrats was an honor to any city, but St. Louis, 
with a democratic administration, would be an 
honor, indeed, and one for which its citizens 
would feel deeply grateful. She would defray 
the expenses of every member of the commit- 
tee and her telegraphic, transportation, and 
hotel facilities were unsurpassed. 

Senator Vest, of Missouri, in seconding the 
claims of St Louis, said if there was anything 
in location which would enable the democratic 
party to continue its present brave and honest 
cdministration of government, no sort of local 
or personal feeling ought tointerfere. If one 
grain of dust could be put in the balance which 
would influence the issue in the coming 
contest, that grain of dust should be put in 
the scale bythe location of convention in any 

rt of the United States. But he did not be- 

ieve that the holding of the convention in any 

one of the cities na would influence, to 

any degree, the elections Chicago had obtained 

ratic convention, but his im- 

at Chi had given the same 
Laughter}. 

e declared that 
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easy to convince himself that the democratic 
hotel set a better table and furnished a better 
bed than the repnblican hotel; {Laughter}. 
If there were two lines of railroads, one 
oflicered by republican and one by democrats, 
he could easily satisfy himself that the 
democratic road was smoothest and freer from 


accidents. {Laughter.} An army that did not 


teward its own soldiers would come to grief. 
A party which did not stand by its own men 
would share the same fate. {Applause.] 
_ He urged that the convention shoate be held 
in a democratic city, and deprecated the prac- 
tice of feeding republican cities on democratic 
sponge cake. [Laughter.] None of the sur- 
Pp us fund of the republican party went to a 
emocratic city, and the reason for the snecess 
of that party ingthe past and its formidable 
aspect at present was that it stood by its polit- 
ical localities. He had little sympathy with 
the argument that in the selection of a conven- 
tion city, the comfort of democrats should te 
consulted. A democrat who could not stand 
two days of the hottest weather ever invented 
in order to secure some democratic votes, was 
unworthy of the name. [{Applanse.] He had 
canvassed for the party when the thermometer 
was 105 in the shade, and had fattened 
every day. The comin convention 
would be a _ short one. The candidate 
could easily be named. Its duty would be to 
announce a platform on which to go tothe 


country with a great leader who would carry | 


the democratic party again to victory. The 
candidate moult come from New York. Why 
should the convention go to that city instead 
ofto other cities in order to announce his 
name to the people of the United States? He 
had no word to say against the crowned states 
of the Pacific slope, which today were rushing 
to an unequalled empire amid gold and sun- 
shine and flowers; he had not one word to 
whisper against that splendid city of the lakes, 
where progress and wealth were unparalleled 
in the annals of the country; but in the com- 
ing canvass the democratic party must stand 
by its principles and platform, and rely on the 
innate strength of democracy alone. 

**T thank God,” he said in conclusion, “that 
we are in battle array and ready for what is to 
come. Our leader has and will have in his 
hand the banner, not drooping unnaturally 
and moodily, but floating wide, fair and deti- 
nite with the principles of the party. em- 
blazoned upon it.’’ [Applause.] 

SAN FRANCISCO’S APPEAL. 

Horatio C. King, of Nevada, spoke in faver 
of holding the convention in San Francisco. 
believing that the democratic party would be 
prnanty benefited thereby. He referred to the 

10spitality of the people of that city, as attest- 

ed by their recent ralsouee of the Grand Army 
of the Republic.and regarded that asjan earnest 
of what might be expected if the convention 
was given to San Francisco. 

Martin F. Tarpey, of California, subscribed’ 
to every word that had been uttered by Sena- 
tor Vest. Ifone grain of sand could be put 
into the balance in favor of the democratic 
party, and the gentlemen conld show that by 
holding the convention in Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati or New York, that the grain of sand 
would fructify and bring forth democratic 
fruit, in November, he would not stand 
here asking that the convention should be 
given to "San Francisco. Democrats of 
California and the Pacific coast had been parti- 
san in the cause, and while they held forth 
the hand of fellowship to their fellow-demo- 
crats of the east and south, and while they 
offered to harbor the convention at their fire- 
Bidcs, they would not wish to have the pleasure 
of its society and company did they not feel 
that they could be of some service in the great 
battle about to be opened. The people of that 
section were quick -to resent an insult and 


prompt to return a kindness, and he believed’ 


that if the convention came to San Francisco 
the response of California would be a glorious 


and overwhelming majority for the democratic ; 
nominee. Tke fires of patriotism that would? 
be lighted on the pinnacles of the Sierta} 


Nevadas’ by the gentlemen who 
would sit in the convention 
ratify the nominee would be 
triumphantly as flambeaux by the gentlemen 
on the returning march until the blaze was 
quenched in the waters of the Atlantic. Every 
citizen of California, democrat and republican, 
would turn in and help to redeem their fellow 
citizenship. They felt that they could deliver 
the goods, or they would not ask the conven- 
tion to partake of their hospitality. They 
promised to pay all expenses of the committee, 
using ‘‘all’’ in its most amplified sense. There 
would be carriages, ‘tad lib,’’ [Laughter.] and 
two additional telegraph wires would be put 
up between Sanfrancisco and Chicago, which, 
with those already in use. would accommodate 
all business that was offered. He did not 
claim that SanFrancisco should have the 
convention because it could accommodate it, 
or because its people were hospitable, or be- 
cause it had the finest climate in the world, 
but he did claim that this democratic body, 
sitting as a costodian of the interests of the 
democratic party should take into account the 
fourteen votes which were trembling in the bal- 
ance, and that San Fancisco should have a 
thoughtful consideration at its hands. [Ap- 
plause. |

SCENES IN THE SENATE

During the Reading of Washington’s Fare- 
well Address. 


Wasuincron, February 22.—On motion of 
Mr. Hoar, in consideration of the fact that to- 
day is a legal holiday, morning business was 
dispensed with, so that the order of the senate 
of last Monday should be immediately carried 
ont. 

The galleries were well filled, though not 
cnmaal, Fifty senators were in their seats 
and maintained throughout the session atti- 
tudes of most respectful attention, All officials, 
clerks and pages were at their posts as on 
other days, but from the beginning there was 
abstraction from the pursuits of ordinary occa- 
sions. The cloak rooms were empty. The 
desks of senators tvere free from papers; there 
was no writing of letters, no reading of 
newspapérs and no moving about the 
easier, without precedent or under- 
standing. The occasion was observed 
by all present as one commemorating an im- 
portant historical event, and quiet and deco- 
rum, as of a religious ceremonial, was observ- 
ed. The voice of the president pro tem, though 
low, was distinctly heard to the extremities of 
the chamber. He read from a goyete 
which lay on his desk, standing with his hands 
clasped behind him, except as they were re- 
leased from time to time to turn the sheets of 
the address. The presiding officer (Mr. In- 
galls), rising, said: 

On the 17th of September, 1796, George Washing- 
ton, being then at nearly the clove of his second 
—— term, delive.ed the following farewell 


address. 

He then read the address which was listened 
to in profound silence and with respectful at- 
tention. The reading occupied a little less 
than an hour, and at its conclusion at 1 o’clock,

In Having the President Visit 
the City. 


HOW THE FLORIDIANS RECEIVED HIM 


Address of Welcome and Response of Mr’ 
» Cleveland—Presenting the President’s 
Wife to the People. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., February 22.—The 
presidential train arrived here this afternoon, 
and was greeted by a salute of twenty-one 
guns and the aececlamations of an immense con- 
course of people. The party was escorted to 
the St, James hotel by the state military re- 
ception committee in carriages, and a band 
playing patriotic airs. Mayor Burbridge rode 
in the carriage with the president and Mrs, 
Cleveland, which was decorated with flowers 
and evergreens. At 1:20 o’clock, after the 
presidential party had taken lunch, the mar- 
shal of the day, Major Harkishimer, with 
twenty aides, formed the procession. 

Following was the order of procession : 

First Division—Police in platoons; mar- 
shaland his aides; First Florida battalion, 
with band; the presidential party in carriages, 
the carriage of President and Mrs. Cleveland 
being drawn by six black horses; Wilson’s 
battery, mounted as a special escort to the 
president ; Second Florida battalion; congres- 
sional party in carriages; press association in 
carriages; invited guests in carriages. 

Second Division—Key West band of col- 
ored men; wniformed Knights of Pythias ; 
Independent Order of Ked Men; Perry Guard 
of colored state militia; Duval Guard of col- 
ored state militia; Jacksonville Typographical 
Union No. 162, and Jacksonville Fire Depart- 
ment. Other organizations and citizens gen- 
erally followed. 

The line of march was along the principal 
streets, which were gay with decorations of 
all kinds, including evergreens, buniing, fes- 
toons of oranges and orange floaters. Masses 
of people in holiday attire lined the route, and 
it is estimated that 100,000 citiaens and vis- 
itors witnessed the procession, including thou- 
sands of northern tourists. 

On the arrival of the procession at the expo- 
sition building, another salute of twenty guns 
was fired by a detachment of Wilson’s bat- 
tery. The president, Mrs. Cleveland and 
their party and visiting congressmen were 
met atthe north entrance by the reception 
committee of the sub-tropical exposition, with 
Director General Paine and officials of the as- 
sociation and were escorted toa platform in 
front of the north gallery. The military then 
entered and stacked arms, except the guards 
on duty. Seats were reserved on the platform 
for representatives of the city, state and Uni- 
ted States government, distinguished citizens 
and committees. 

When the president, Mrs. Cleveland and 
accompanying guests were seated Colonel J. 
J. Daniei delivered an address of welcome, as 
follows: 

Mr. President: It is a grateful office to express to 
Mrs. Cleveland and yourself the gratification which 
your presence here tocay affords us, and to extend 
to you the most cordial welcome, kind wishes and 

reetings of our people. I welcome you, sir, in be- 

ialf of the Sub-tropical exposition and its manage- 

ment, the citizens of Jacksonville, board of trade 
and the state of Florida, one and all. We feel 
assured that you have ate § honored us by accept- 
ing our invitation to visit this exposition. Itisa 
happy occurrence that on this day, commemorative 
of the birth of the first president of our common- 
wea!th, at the city named in honor ofthe author of 
his illustrious line to which administration your 
own has been not unfitly compared, the citizens of 
our state are accorded the rare privilege of meeting 
face to face their chief magistrate, for whom they 
entertain, I can assure you, sentimentsofthe most 
profound affection and esteem. 

What we desire most on this oceasion is that your 
visit may prove a season of recreation and rest, both 
to Mrs. Cleveland and yourself, and that you will, 
in after life, recur with p!easure to the memories of 
your brief sojourn among us. Our ~ regret is 
that it cannot be otherwise than brief. This exposi- 
tion portrays to you the varied products of our state. 
1t speaks more eloquently than words of mine can 
tell, of the attractions which Florida presents and 
the wealth which lies hidden in hersoil; her forests.

our beloved states. Nor need I dwell upon our reo- 
ple, except tosay that here you will find a people 
who represent not only the new south, but a new 
era of American life. 

Here, sir, the past is fsrgo‘ten, leaving only the 
deathless memories ofits achievements ahd sufier- 
ings—honorable like to those on either side who 
bore their partin the struggle manfully and well. 
These sacred memorics we would enshrine in the 
glorious future, which awaits our great and united 
country. Toourcity and state have come good 
men and true, from every state and territory in 
this broad union and here have they clasped 
fraternal hands around a hallowed circle within 
which peace and prosperity are joined together.

An 
American citizen in search of health or 
pleasure and comforts, in any variety of 
climate or in almost any changed condition, has no 
need to leave American soil or to lose the benefit

A CAMDEN MYSTERY, * 


An Unknown Young Couple Found Dead on 
the Streets. 


CampEN, N. J., February 22.—A well- 
dressed young couple came over from Phila- 
delphia this evening and started towards the 
city hall. They appeared to be wrangling. 
They had nearly reacbed the city hall, when 
two pistol shots were heard and those who 
rushed to the spot to ascertain the cause 
found the two weltering in their own blood— 
the man a corpse and the wo 
man injured beyond hope of re- 
covery, They could not be identified nor 
the cause of the tragedy ascertained. The 
woman wore a sealskin coat, apparently new 
and costly, and had the appearance of a well- 
to-do —— lady. On her person was found a 
lady’s gold watch, bearing the inscription 
“C. K. Snyder, Girard college, December 25th, 
1882.”" She had in her pocket a pocketbook of 
recent style, although it contained nothing but 
a latch key, a buttonhook and a one 
cent piece. The same amount of money 
was found on her slayer, but nothing 
else. The fact that between the two there was 
not enough money to pay a single fare back to 
Philadelphia has caused the theory of premed- 
itated murder to be entertained, althongh 
there is nothing to support it. The carriage 
in which they rode across the river was hired 
at a livery stable in this city, but the driver 
has not yet been found. After leaving the 
ferry the pair left the vehicle standing at the 
curb near the courthouse, and had proceeded 
but a short distance when the crime was com- 
mitted. 


THE FIRST BASEBALL MURDER, 


Which Occurred Over a Complaint Against 
the Umpire. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., February 22.—[{Spe- 
cial.|—A terrible tragedy took placeon the 
baseball] grounds of the Chattanooga university 
this afternoon. While a game of ball was in 
progress between the studefits, J.C. Johnston, 
of Soddy, Tenn., a spectator, and also a stu- 
dent, took exception to a ruling of the umpire, 
Ben Magill, who resides at Half-Moon island, 
Tenn., when Magill picked up a_ baseball bat 
and hit Johnston aterrible blow on the left 
side of the head, fracturing his skull from the 
temple to the back part of the head. Joh 
is barely alive, but the doctors say he willtie 
before midnight. The killing has caused the 
most intense excitement, and Deputy Sheriff 
Raser immediately started in pursuit of Magill, 
who fled to Georgia, which is only four miles 
distant from the city. 

Johnston died this evening at 7 o’clock. He 
never regained consciousness. His parents 
were telegraphed for, but cannot arrive before 
morning. Macill, his murderer, is still at 
large, having left the city on foot. He is only 
about 18 years of age. Itis thought he will 
make his way to Soddy, his home, and officers 
have gone to that point to watch for him. 
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IT LOOKS LIKE FOUL PLAY. 
A Young Man Found Shot Dead in Talla- 
dega. 

GADSDEN, Ala., February 22.—[Special.]— 
This afternoon about half past two o’clock, 
Pate Hamil, a youth about nineteen years old, 
was shot and killed in a small house on the 
outskirts of the town. He was shot through 
the left temple, the ball taking a downward 
course, leaving his brains protruding in a very 
ugly manner. From the course of the ball, 
and from the fact that there was no powder 
burn on the hat through which the ball passed, 
it looks very much like murder. When your 
correspondent entered the room a short time 
after the suicide or murder, the man was lying 
on the bed, and a thirty-eight calibre Harring- 
ton & Richardson self-acting revolver lay on 
the foot of another bed in the room, while two 
women and two small children stood shivering 
on the outside of the house; all too badly 
frightened to answer questions intelligently. 
It is not known, but the whole matter looks 
like foul play.

THE WHOLE FAMILY FOUGHT. 
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Nashville Almost Comes into Possession of 
a Lynching. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 22.—[Special.] 
There was considerable excitement about the 
corner of Bible avenue and Overton street last 
night. The cause was a fight between Andrew 
Campbell, white, and Oliver Ramsey, colored, 
in which Ramsey got the worstofit. Kam- 
sey’s mother, Elien, took part in it, aud threat- 
ened to do Campbell on sight. Yesterday af- 
ternoon late, Campbell, who carries a route on 
the Banner, was delivering his papers, 
when he saw Ellen and Oliver and a number 
of other Ramseys whipping his father, who 
was drunk.

The mob hunted for 
him until dispersed by the sheriff and his dep- 
uties.

The Tariff Bill Receiving Its Last 
Touches, 


AND WILL BE REPORTED NEXT WEEK 


A Bill to Refund Money to South Cares 
linians—A Wager on the Presi- 
dential Election. 


Wasninatow, February 22,—{Special.|—If 
two or three of the republican members of the 
committee on ways and means, who are out of 
the city at present, return by Fridiy, the 
majority of the committee will be ready te 
report the tagff bill. The second proof of thé 
bill was received by the majority at their 
meeting this evening, and only a few more 
modifications will be made, when athird proof 
will be ordered. The finishing touches will 
likely be given the measure at the meeting to- 
morrow night, and the completed bill will 
then be ready for the full commiitee on ways 
and means. 

A democratic member of the committee, 
said tonight, that the measure was now practi- 
cally finished, and that it would remain in the 
hands of the full committee a week before it 
was reported to the house. This is done for 
the purpose of giving the republicans a fair 
opportunity to submit their propositions for 
amendments, and to avoid any reasonable ex- 
cuse for opposing the measure, on the ground 
that no chance was given the minority to offer 
amendments. 

“I think,” said the member, “that the bill 
will be reported tothe house the first of the 
week after next, or about the Sth of March. 
Four weeks, it is thought, will be quite enough 
for debate upon the measure, and a final vote 
wiil be secured undoubtedly by the end of the 
first week in April. This will enable the sen- 
ate to take it up early in May. By this time 
all of the appropriation bills will have beem 
completed, and they can be rushed through or 
pushed in the regular time, and congress can 
adjourn by the first of July. Thereis no pos 
sible excuse, So far as I can see now, of con- 
tinuing the session longer than the first of 
July. The majority in the house are anxious 
to have an adjournment before the meeting of 
the national convention on the third of July, 
and they will leave the responsibility for con- 
tinuingthe session beyond the first of that 
month with the republicans.”’ 

COLONEL ELLIOTT’S BILL. 

The house judiciary committee have unani- 
mously decided to report favorably on 
Colonel Elliott’s bill to pay the people of 
Beaufort district, South Carolina, a reasonable 
value for the 110,000 acres of land soid by the 
government for land taxes in 1563, the proceeds 
from which sale went into the United States 
treasury, where it pow remains. The ameunt 
involved is nearly a milliou dollars, and if the 
bill is passed the meney wil! be paid directly 
to the owners of the property, and not to the 
State. 

It seems the people of Kansas and the states 
near the proposed Oklahoma territory are de- 
termined that it shall be opened to settlers, 
for today a delegation of eighteen 
gentlemen from Kansas arrived hereto lobby 
in the interest of Mr. Springer’s bill. Major 
Barnes is, however, not allowing the grass te 
grow under his feet. He is working with as 
will for his minority report, and, with such 
men as Holman, Elliott and Baker, of New 
York, to assisthim in leading the opposition, 
he is hopeful of success. His speech can be 
depended upon to carry weight—almost as 
much as the major himself carries.

earst, proprietor of the San Francisco Exe 
aminer, accomplished a very unusual journal- 
istic feat here this morning by printing a 
Washington edition of his great daily. He 
engaged two pages of the Post and the two pa- 
pers came out as one—a few, of course, with 
the different head lines and different matter. 
The Examiner’s space was occupied with the 
opinions of different ‘prominent men as to 
holding the national democratic convention im 
San Francisco, and as to setting forth the ad- 
vantages of that city. Abouta dozen of the 
best correspondents in Washington assisted in 
the work, and thereisno doubt but that it 
had great effect upon the committee. A bet 
of $5,000 to $500 was made here today by two 
New York politicians that Governor Hull 
would be elected the next president of the 
United States.

And Found His Way Successfully Out of a 
Difficult Place. d

do not believe that animals have reasoning 
power, but their instinct is some times remark- 
ably exhibited,’ said an elderly member of the 
Albany bar the other day. ‘‘Many years ago, 
before the railroads had penetrated the then 
dense woods east of this place, I wanted to go 
to the old Brisbone place, then about where 
Alapaha now stands, and a long distance away.

I feared that I 
would freeze to death, unless I could succeed 
in obtaining a blaze, but it was hepeless. 

Suddenly the horse whinnied twe or three 
times in a peculiar manner, and I determined 
that, though the horse was as strange to those 
woods as I, still I would trust to his instinct to 
guide me out of them, knowing that a death 
upon his back would be none the worse. 

irowing the halter loosely upon him, with 
the reins upon his neck, I mounted upon him 
and turned him loose. He at once started off, 
and after walking for over an hour he stopped 
directly back of John Fletcher’s farm house, 
where we were hospitably received, and man 
and beast provided with good provender and 
shelter. found that the horse, by some un- 
accountable instinct, had gone over seven 
miles directly to this farm, where neither. of 
us had ever been before. How he found the 
place, whether he, with the acute hearing of 
the brute, had heard through all those miles 
of piney woods the crow of a eock or other 
sound of life upon a farm, or smelt the fodder 
im the stable, has always remained a mystery 
to me.

What is Congress Doing ? 

The New York Graphic has a cartoon 
which represents the work that congress is 
doing. It isa picture of congressmen asleep 
in the house of representatives behind a 
screen of cobwebs. 

It is a very suggestive picture, Congress 
is doing nothing. The surplus is accum- 
mulating and will continue to accummulate 
for months tocome. There is a hint that 
the ways and means committee will shortly 
bring in a bill for the purpose of reducing 
the tariff, but the probability is that the 
bill will go further than some of the demo- 
crats desire to go, and if this is the case, 
nothing will be done. 

Meanwhile, the ways and means commit- 
tee is said to be practically controlled by 
one J. S. Moore, the well-known Parsee 
merchant. Moore is flitting back and forth 
between Washington and New York, and is 
first closeted with Brer Morrison, the great 
defeated, and then with members of the 
Ways and means committee, 

Who is Moore? We do not know; but 
George Alfred Townsend, who once had his 
finger in the free-trade pie, intimates that 
Moore is a mercenary who is in the employ 

-of the importing merchants of New York. 
Whether this be so or not, it is very certain 
that the Parsee merchant is not an Ameri- 
can, and that he has no sympathy with, or 
whderstanding of, American interests. 

Nevertheless, it is the Parsee merchant, 
instead of the business men of this country, 
who is called in to confer with the waysand 
means committee, to furnish it facts, and to 
supply it with figures. |t is the Parsee 
merchant, a free-trader of the rankest type, 
who is controlling, directing and framing 
the tariff bill of a democratic ways and 
means committee. 

Those who have ever read any of the 
communications of the Parsee merchant in 
the New York newspapers will understand 
what viciousness there must be in permit- 
ting him to direct tariff legislation for the 
democratic party. 

But tariff legislation, even if it be di- 
rected by so able a person as a foreigner in- 
terested in the free importation of foreign 
goods, is not the sum and substance of 
every democratic blessing. There is the 
surplus. As President Cleveland says, the 
surplus is a fact. Tariff reduction will 
not reduce it.

The Republican Nominee 

The promptness with which the republi- 
cans allowed Blaine to withdraw from the 
contest for the presidency, practically elim- 
inates him as a factor in the race for the 

-BRomination, and gives Sherman a clear lead, 
with strong promise of being chosen as the 
sepublican standard bearer. 

But Sherman will by no means havea 
walk-over in his effort to secure the nomi- 
nation. While he at this timeis regarded, 
and undoubtedly is, foremost in favor with 
his party, other leaders are quietly at work 
undermining the hastily constructed foun- 
dation of his boom, in hopes of giving 
wiore importance to their own. 

General Sheridan’s peremptory refusal] to 
allow the use of his name is certainly a 
strong point in Sherman’s favor, and re- 
lieves him of what would have otherwise 
been a most formidable struggle, in which 
he could not have relied on the army 
strength which he counts on through his 
brother, General Sherman. Between John 
Sherman and Sheridan, the latter would cer- 
tainly have received the prestige of the sup- 
port of the soldier eleme>t of the party, 
whieh will be a consideration of great 
weight in the convention. The Sheridan 
movement, resulting as it did, added 
etrength to Sherman’s cause, 

Senator Cullom, of Illinois, is said to 
have determined to enter the contest, and is 
working to that endin dead earnest. As 
strange as it may seem, he is a power in 
Illinois, and, ifin the race, would receive 
the undivided supp@rt of that state in the con- 
vention, and, his friends say, would have a 
strong backing from other quarters. His lofty 
aspirations are based chiefly on the fact that 
he looks like Abraham Lincoln. This may 
make him a successful dark horse, for the 
republican party has chosen leaders who 
had less to recommend them than this— 
notably in the case of Mr. Hayes, who was 
nominated, because as governor of Ohio, he 
did nothing worthy of enough public notice 

- to affect him even indifferently, 

Ben Harrison, of Indiana, is said to be

nomination—Senator Hiscock, principally, 
because he ties his fluffy cravatsin an en- 
tirely original position, which stamps him 
as a genius, and which may insure his name 
being received with more favor than his 
ability warrants, Senator Evarts has openly 
announced that he is opposed to 
a bloody shirt campaign, which is 
an indirect way of saying that he 
does not favor Sherman. It is said that the 
senior senator from New York would be 
willing to sacrifice himself on the altar of 
his party if the lightning should exhibit a 
tendency to strike in his direction. 

Senator Allison, of lowa, has a very 
strong following among leading republicans 
from all parts of the country; and it is safe 
to say that next to Sherman he has prob- 
ably the best chanve for the nomination. 
He is recognized as a safe leader and is con- 
servative and generally popular, though the 
republicans of the east are inclined to think 
that his financial record would handicap 
him, particularly in New York. William 
Walter Phelps, of New Jersey, has de- 
veloped some strength with the dude ele- 
ment of his party, because he parts his hair 
in the middle and wears baggy pantaloons. 
This is a platform which would sweep the 
country; and it is to be hoped, from a 
demécratic standpoint, that the republican 
party will provide Mr. Phelps with a bottle 
of bear grease for his hair, and keep him 
on the shelf of expectancy until the demo- 
crats are more able to cope with an adver- 
sary of his strength. Robert Lincoln was 
talked of once upon a time; but since 
Colonel Fred Grant so conclusively de- 
veloped, in New York, the real value of 
‘the son of his father’’ issue, Robert has 
been entirely dropped, probably never to be 
mentioned again. 

Among others that have received only 
casual mention are the names of Hoar, 
Alger, Fairchild, Depew, Hartranft, and, 
of course, those quadrennial presidential 
chestnuts, Edmunds, of Vermont, and Haw- 
ley, of Connecticut. But the indications 
are that Sherman and the bloody shift hold 
the longest pole and will, with comparative 
ease, knock down the republican persim- 
mon.

The Movement of Cotton. 

The New York Financial Chronicle 
says that the cotton receipts of last week 
reached 84,137 bales, against 99,883 bales 
the week before, and 90,1380 bales three 
weeks since, making the total receipts since 
the first of September, 1887, 4,766,873 bales, 
against 4,681,221 bales for the same period 
of 1886-7, showing an increase since Septem- 
ber 1, 1887, of 85,652 bales. 3 

The exports for the past week reached a 
total of 65,890 bales, of which 49,370 were 
to Great Britain, 4,695 to France, and 11.- 
$25 to the rest of the continent. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 45,000 bales. There has been a de- 
crease in the cotton in sight tonight of 222,- 
790 bales as compared with the same date of 
1887, a decrease of 70,001 bales as

ed with the corresponding date of 1886 and |

since September 1, 1887, are 5,103,484 bales; 


in 1886-7 were 4,954,527 bales; in 1865-6 
were 4,876,300 bales. 

~ Although the receipts at the outports last 
week were 87,136 bales, the actual move- 
ment from plantations was only 78,915 
bales, the balance being taken from the 
stocks at the interiortowns. Last.year the 
receipts from the plantations for the same 
week were 75,150 bales, and for 1886 they 
were 96,578 bales.

@® No Senator Ever Arrested. 

EpiTors CONSTITUTION: Was Riddleberger 
arrested by the sergeant-at-arms when he disturbed 
the good order of the senate recently? What sena- 
tors have ever been arrested? S. B. 8. 

If a senator’s arrest is ordered bythe chair he re- 
mainsin the custody of the sergeant-at-arms until 
the senate directs bi§ release. The president pro 
tem. has no more power. Once in arrest the only 
motion that could reach the case under the rule 
wou'd be to discharge him from eustody, to refer his 
case to a committee, tosuspend or expel him. No 
man has ever been actually arrested while a mem- 
ber of the senate or house of representatives. John 
Chauncy, who has been an assistant sergeant-at- 
arms in the house since 1853, says that throughout 
all the stormy scenes that have occurred in the halls 
of congress the extreme resource had never been re- 
not even when Brooks assault- 
ed Sumner, or during the many fights that took 
place on the floorin the days preceding and suc- 
ceeding secession. At one time McDougall, of Cal- 
ifornta, caused such a disturbance on the floor of 
the senate while that body was in session as to in- 
terrupt the proceedings. He was drunk and did not 
know what he was doing. The vice president 
called him to order repeatedly, and as he would not 
obey ordered the sergeant-at-arms to take him into 
custody, but before the order was executed Uncle 
Isdac Bassett, whoatthat time as now was door- 
keeper of the chamber, took him by the arm 
and led him quietly away. Resolution was after- 
ward introduced to expel him, but it was never 
acted upon. On the 4th of March, 1871, Willard 
Sauisbury, the senator from Delaware, and the 
brother of the present senator from that state, caused 
a similar disturbance. His term expired at noon on 
that day. He was very drunk and did not realize 
the situation. The succeeding congress assembled 
immediately upon the expiration of the previous 
one, and Mr. Salisbury, still supposing that he was 
a senator, attempted to make a speech. The pre 
siding officer, Mr. C.lfax, called him to order and 
intormed him that he was no longer a senator. This 
Mr. Saulsbury disputed with a good deal of vigor. 
Again Mr. Colfax called him toorder, but he still re- 
fused to sit down and the sergeant-at-arms was 
directed to remove him. _ 


THE GEORGIA PACIFIC STRIKE 


Caused by an Order Making a Reduction of 
Wages. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 22.—[Special.] 
The Georgia Pacific railroad yards were deserted to- 
day. The foreman and one nerro were the only 
men at work. The strikers say they will not return 
to work until their wages are raised to the former 
scale. Late yesterday afternoon the superintendent 
issued a circular announcing a reduction of wages, 
and also cutting down both the day and night 
crews, The nightmen quit at once. Today the 
day men refused to go to work. A reduction of 
wages was made in the shops also, and 
today a number of the skilled laborers quit work 
The officers of the company decline to make any 
statement except that there is no strike, only a few 
men quit. Trains are moving on time. but the train 
crews are required to do all the switching. Tonight 
one of the strikers went to the yards and offered to 
go to work, but he was attacked by a crowd of his 
companions and beaten almost to death. This is the 
only disturbance which has occurred. It is said the 
company cannot get new men at the wages offered.

Annual Meeting of the Southern 
Society. 


Mayor Hewitt Makes a Speech—Glowing 
Prophecies of the South’s 
Future. 


New Yorx, Februagy 22.—[{Special.]— The 
New York Southern society had its second 
annual banquet tonight at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick. The occasion was, in every respect, 
thoroughly enjoyable.. The room was graceful- 
ly draped with bright colors with bunting, and 
many United States flags.. The floral decora- 
tions of the table were elaborate and beautiful. 
The dinner was excellent, the attendance 
large andthe speeches eloquent and highly 
entertaining. The secretary’s report was 
encouraging. It showed that the membership 
had nearly doubled within the last year. There 
are now nearly five hundred names on the 
roll, comprising a majority of the 
most representative southern men residing in 
New York. The treasury is in such good con- 
dition that the society has about determined 
to buy a suitgble home and establish itself at 
permanent quarters. It igalready reco nized 
as a worthy rival of the New England, the 
Kinckerbocker and other societies of that 
character. 

In the absence of Hon. Fracis R. Rives, who 
was recently elected president, tonight’s ban- 

uet was presided over by Vice-President John 
Cc, Calhoun, who did the official honors with 
dignity to himself and satisfaction to the as- 
sembled company. 

The toasts were as follows: 

1. “The president of the United States’’—- 
~Vas drunk standing and in silence. 

2, ‘*The imperishable memory of Washing- 
ton.” Likewise standing and in silence. 

3. ‘‘New York city, our home of adoption.’’ 
Responded to by Hon. Hugh L. Cole. 

Atthis juncture Mayor Hewitt entered the 
room, and the applause which greeted him 
was tromendous. The enthusiasm was so 
great the programme could not be proceeded 
with until he faced the audience and began to 
speak. His speech was rich in eloquence, fer- 
vent in spirit and grounded in truth. He was 
often completely stopped by the prolonged ap- 
plause. 

The next regular toast was to “Southern In- 
dustries.’’ Responded to by Edward Atkin- 
son, of Boston. 

Then came ‘Our Sister Societies.’”’ Re- 
sponded to by Hon. Horace Russell, president 
of the New England society. 

The next toast was to “The Middle States,’’ 
responded to by General Horace F. Porter, 
that inimitable after-dinner talker, who shares 
so justly the glory of that accomplishment 
with the far-famed Chauncey Depew. Gen- 
eral Porter’s speech tonight was one of his 
best, and thoroughly sustained his enviable 
reputation. It sparkled with wit and humor 
throughout the greater part, and in conclusion 
was thrillingly eloquent and grandly pa- 
triotic. 

The next sentiment was to‘‘The Press of the 
South.’’ The response was made by Ballard 
Smith, of the World. He gave generous 
praise to the editorial quills of the south, and 
made his climax in a high tribute to Henry W. 
Grady, who, he said, had done more to immor- 
talize southern journalism by his memorable 
speech before the New England society than 
any man in the “gumeg The speech was 
excellent throughout. 

The concluding feature of the feast of reason 
was a poem by Hon. Daniel B. Lucas, of Vir- 
ginia. The poem was written for the occasion 
and entitled, ‘‘The South’s Kigadmission to 
the Union.” 

Mayor Hewitt’s speech was the event of the 
evening. Among other things he said: 

‘‘T have at last met the solid south. I like 
it. Your noblesons ofthat sunny land must 
be a pretty solid set of fellows, for I notice you 
thrive here where only the fittest survive, and 
I fancy if you all betook yourselves back home 
New York would suffer decaledly from asense 
of goneness, and we worl have to apply to 
the ‘Wise men of the East’ to tell 
us how to fill the vacuum. I have 
heard a great deal about the lost cause 
ofthe south. I tell you, my fellow-citizens, 
you lost no cause. You walked through the 
valley of the shadow of death, but you came 
out in the resurrection morn. Glorified by trial 
and enobled by suffering, you awoke to a con- 
sciousness of the vast resources with which 
God enriched your land, and you are now hero- 
ically building up the waste places, and enrich- 
ing yourselves. Goon! I bid you God speed. 
The day you were re-admitted to the union 
New England lost her best chance for monop- 
olizing the manufacturing interests of this 
land, and Pennsylvania coal and iron mines 
were doomed to overwhelming competition. 
Ere this century closes. I verily believe the 
south will be the richest section of our com- 
mon country.” 

Among the prominent gentlemen present 
were noticed Hon. John Jay Knox, Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Hammond, Hon. Daniel B. Lucas, 
Dr. Edward Adkinson, Judge Horace Russell, 
General Horace F. Porter, Hon. Eli Murray,

Lieutenant Thomas Emery, United States 
navy; Hon. Augustus W. Van Wyck, Hon.

A Meeting for the Purpose of Devising

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TWO EXPOSITIONS 


An Augusta Committee Confer~ 
ing with Piedmont People. 


An Effort to Have Atlanta’s Exposition 
Postponed Another Year—What the 
Directors Think About It. 


Mr. James Tobin, president of the Augusta 
exposition, and General C. A. Evans, director, 
came to Atlanta yesterday toconsult with the 
Piedmont exposition directors as to dates for 
the two expositions. 

General Manager Wylie called a meeting of 
the executive committee to meet these gentle. 
men at 3:30 yesterday afternoon. There werg 
present, President Collier, Messrs. Wylie, 
Kingsberry, Gramling and Grady. ; 

Mr. Tobin said that many persons had 
gested that perhaps Atlanta would postpone 
her exposition from the present year to 1889, 
and let Augusta have the field for 1888: thas 
Augusta would then agree to have no expogj- 
tion next year, but give Atlanta the field. Thg 
best result of an exposition is to advertise the 
state and its resources. Itis not to bring q 
spurt of retail trade to any particular city, but 
to bring population tothe whole state for 
which expositions are organized. This could 
undoubtedly best be done by alternating with 
Augusta and having one great show each year, 
instead of two shows that cut into each other, 
Mr. Tobin added that he did notcometo At. 
lanta to beg anything at the hands of the 
Piedmont exposition, but simply to ascertain 
the real status of affairs, and make such busie 
ness suggestions, as would commend them- 
selves to business men. He came not officially, 
but as an individual, seeking to do what wags 
best for tho state atlarge. ‘We have,” he 
said, ‘‘the best section of the union, and it will 
be the richest section if we advertise it prope 
erly. Both Atlanta and Augusta should join 
hands on the best plan of advertising our re- 
sources. I believe the best plants to have 
alternate expositions in the two cities.”’ 

Mr. Wylie said he regretted that Mr. Tobin 
had come to Atlantaltoo late. That the Exnposi- 
tion company fhad{already made a contract 
with the Driving club for the present year 
which involved several thousand doliars of ims 
provements on the grounds. That it had al- 
ready let out the contract for the work, and @ 
large force of men had been at work for two 
weeks. He thought the matter had gone too 
far now to reconsider. 

Mr. Grady said he had been absent for some 
time, and was not aware that the contract had 
been made. He hoped that Atlanta would see 
her way clear to giving the field to Angusta 
this year, making the Augusta exposition a 
grand success, and then all taking hold for At- 
lanta next year, He thought that would be 
the best plan, and was disposed to think yet 
that the matter might be reconsidered. He 
was sure that if Mr. Tobin had been here 
six weeks ago the matter could 
have been arranged, as, in discussip 
the matter, several members of the boar 
thought it was impolitic for Atlanta to under 
take another great exposition this year. If, 
however, the board felt bound to go ahead, of 
course every Atlantian would do his duty. 

Mr. Tobin said in no event would there be 
any acrimony between the two boards, and no 
feeling of antagonism. Both were working for 
the good of the state and ought to work to 
gether, even if their dates did contiict. 

President Collier said that he thought it 
would be to the eventual benefit of both expo- 
sitions if they would alternate, but he did not 
see how Atlanta could withdraw, since she had 
gone sofar. The executive committee had 
suggested dates, and advised the holding of an 
exposition. The ofticial boards had met and 
ratified what had been done by the heard. 
Contracts for several thousand dollars had been 
made, and the work actually begun. He 
thought it was now too late to postpone. 

Mr. Wylie said he thought after the exposie 
tion of this year the arrangement might ae 
ably be made by which Augusta and Atlanta 
would alternate, but he did not believe it could 
be done at present. 

President Kingsberry said the Driving club 
had made a contract on the good faith of the 
exposition, and relied on its being carried out. 
That the work had actually been begun and 
he thought it was too late to change the pro- 
gramme. In conversing with the people of 
Atlanta, he had found a great desire for the 
exposition. 

Mr. Grady read a letter from Hon. W. J. 
Northen, president of the State Agricultural 
society, asking that a committee be appointed 
to meet a committee of the State society in 
Macon on March first to decide on dates for 
the Piedmont exposition and the state fair, 
and to see if it were not possible to avoid @ 
contlict. He moved that the general manager 
ca]l a meeting of the board at once to consider 
the suggestions from Augusta and Macon as 
todates, and thought it might be possible for 
all three expositions to be held without a con- 
flict in dates. 

Mr. Tobin said that if the two expositiong 
were to be held he thought it would be better 
perhaps to hold them at the same time, as 
parties would go from one tothe other. To 
give either exposition three weeks advance 
would be sure to- destroy the prospects of the 
other. He would not ask Atlanta to wait until 
Augusta had three weeks show, and Atlanta 
ought not to ask the same of Augusta. If 
both expositions were to be held this year, he 
thought che present dates had better stand. 

Mr. Wylie agreed with this view, and suge 
gested that Atlanta would have an Augusta 
week, and Augusta could have an Atlanta 
week in which the people of each city could 
change visits and patronage, so that holding 
both expositions might benefit each. 

Mr. Wylie then announced that the board 
would meet this afternoon at 4:30. The com- 
mittee then adjourned, and, after a half hour’s 
pleasant talk with Mr. Tobin as to the expo- 
sition outlook, and the experiences of the last 
exposition, separated. 

General Evans said last night that he hope 
for favorable action from the meeting of the 
Piedmont exposition committee today, but 
even if they do decide they cannot postpone 
Atlanta’s exposition, he knows that the feel- 
ings between them all will be of the frien«liest 
nature.

Mr. Wylie said he regretted that Mr. Tobin 
had come to Atlantajtoo late. That the Exposi- 
tion company fhadfalready made a contract 
with the Driving club for the present year 
which involved several thousand doliars of im- 
provements on the grounds. That it had als 
ready let out the contract for the work, and @ 
large force of men had been at work for two 
weeks. He thought the matter had gone too 
far now to reconsider. | 

Mr. Grady said he had been absent for some 
time, and was not aware that the contract had 
been made. He hoped that Atlanta would see 
her way clear to giving the field to Augusta 
this year, making the Augusta exposition a 
grand success, and then all taking hold for At- 
lanta next year, Hethought that would be 
the best plan, and was disposed to think 
that the matter might be reconsidered. 6 
was sure that if Mr. Tobin had been here 
six weeks ago the matter could 
have been, arranged, as, in_ discussin 
the matter, several members of the boar 
thought it was impolitic for Atlanta to under 
take another great exposition this year. if 
however, the board felt bound to go ahead, 
is duty. 

Mr. Tobih said in no event would there be 
any acrimony between the two boards, and no 
feeling of antagonism. Both were working for 
the good of the state and ought to work to» 
gether, even if their dates did conflict. 

President Collier said that°he thought it 
would be to the eventual benefit of both expo- 
sitions if they would alternate, but he did not 
see how Atlanta could withdraw, since she had 
gone sofar. The executive committee kad 
suggested dates, and advised the holding of an 
exposition. The ofticial boards had met and 
ratitied what had been done by the heard. 
Contracts for several thousand dollars had been 
made, and the work actually begun. He 
thought it was now too late to postpone. 

Mr. Wylie said he thought after the exposie 
tion of this year the arrangement might probe 
ably be made by which Augusta and Atlanta 
would alternate, but he did not believe it could 
be done at present. 

President Kingsberry said the Driving clu’ 
had made a contract on the good faith of the 
exposition, and relied on its being carried out. 
That the work had actually been begun and 
he thought it was too late to change the pro- 
gramme. In conversing with the people of 
Atlanta, he had found a great desire for the 
exposition. : 

Mr. Grady read a letter from Hon. W. J. 
Northen, president of the State Agricultural 
society, asking that a committee be appointed 
to meet a committee of the State society in 
Macon on March first to decide on dates for 
the Piedmont exposition and the state fair, 
and to see if it were not possible to avoid @ 
conflict. He moved that the general manager 
call a meeting of the board at once to consider 
the suggestions from Augusta and Macon as 
todates, and thought it might be possible for 
all three expositions to be held without a con- 
flict in dates.

change visits and patronage, so that holding 
both expositions might benefit each. 

Mr. Wylie then announced that the boar& 
would meet this afternoon at 4:30. The com- 
mittee then adjourned, and, after a half hour’s 
pleasant talk with Mr. Tobin as to the expo- 
sition outlook, and the experiences of the last 
exposition, separated. 

General Evaus said last night that he hoped 
for favorable action from the meeting of the 
Piedmont exposition committee today, but 
even if they do decide they cannot postpone 
Atlanta’s exposition, he knows that the feel- 
ings between them all will be of the friendliest 
nature.

The President’s Short Stay In, 


Savannah. 


The Speech of Governor Gordon on the 
Unveiling of the Statue to Sergeant 
Jasper—Scenes During the Day. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Febru- 
ary 22.—([(Special.J}— Tho 
governor with his staff, 
and the Macon Volunteers 
as his escort, reached the 
city this morning about 
seven o’clock. The party 
was met at the depot by 
Hon. Rufus Lester, mayor 
of the city, and a delega- 
tion of the city council. 
In addition to the mayor 
and councilmen who greet- 
ed Governor Gordon, was 
a delegation of the Savan- 

nah military, each com- 
pany being represented. The party was driven 
to the Pulaski house, where ap elegant suite of 
rooms had been prepared. Soon after reach- 
ing the hotel the delegation entered the break- 
fastroom. The governor, however, was not 
among them, as he had been driven to 
the home of his kinsman, Captain Gordon, 
whose guest he will be during his sojourn in 


Savannal:. - 

The event of the day was the arrival of Pres- 
jdent Cleveland and party, and about 8:30 the 
special train upon which he is again passin 
through the south camein. The president 
first greeting to the forest city was the boom- 
ing of acannon between 8 and 9. The dis- 
charge was the signal to the large crowd at the 
depot that the train was passing the White 
Bluff crossing. The gun was fired by 
a detachment offjthe Chatham Artillery. 
Before the roll of the shot 
died away, the locomotives in the yard started 
to shrieking and the din that followed was 
terrific. For,three minutes the air resounded 
with the jangling of bells, the screeching of 
whistles, and the roll of the artillery. Then 
the special locomotive turned the curve and 
glided up the track to the general office of the 
railway company. Mayor Lester, Captain 
Falligant, Aldermen D. R. Thomas and George 
S. Haines, Mr. W. B. MeKee, Colonel H. 8. 
Haines, Colonel J. H. Estill, and Colonel 
William Garrard stepped down from the piazza 
gnd out tothe train. 

President and Mrs. Cleveland and Superin- 
tendent Fleming, of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railway, were stand- 
ing on the platform. In the doorway 

ere seen the faces of Mrs. Whitney, Mrs. La- 
mont, and looking over heir shoulders from 
behind were Secretary Whitney ard Colonel 
Lamont. Captain Fleming assisted the party 
down and presented the members to the com- 
mittee. Mrs. Cleveland wasall smiles. She 
and the president bowed their acknowledge- 
ments tothe crowd. There was a moment of 
handshaking on the platform, and some ele- 

ant bouquets were presented to Mrs. Cleve- 
of She smiled sweetly and exclaimed: 

“What lovely flowers.’’ 

Taking Colonel William Garrard’s arm, 
Mrs. Cleveland was escorted beneath 
the bunting into the _ office, into 
the long room. President Cleveland followed 
with Alderman Thomas. Next came Captain 
Falligant and Mrs. Whitney, Mr. Whitney and 
Mr. AicKee, Colonel Estill and Mrs. Lamont. 
In the long room was the reception committee. 
These were presented and there was another 
handshaking. Those who grasped the presi- 
dential palm were, General E. tS Alexander, 
Judge A. P. Adams, Judge William Harden, 
F.G. DuBignon, J. J. Dale, J. F. Minis, 
Aldermen Mills, Meyers, Ellis, Reid,JNichols, 
McDonough, Rev. George A. Leaken, W. R.

A. G. Carson, and F. E. Robert- 
son. Misses Ruthie and Annie Stew- 
art, Miss Leaken, Miss Fleming and 
Mrs. Fleming came in from Captain Fleming’s 
office and were presented to the whole party. 
The president and Mrs. Cleveland stood on 
the north side of the room, and the other mem- 
bers of the party stood in a semi-circle on either 
side.

THE JASPER MONUMENT. 

After the presidential party had gone, the 
great crowd in the city turned its attention to 
the event of the day.

we inquire for the reasons of this iar inter- 
est, we shall find it due to other panda those 
which ordinarily make men famous, There was 
nothing in Jasper’s birth, education, or circum- 
stances, as far as these are known, calculated to ar- 
rest the attention or_ impress imagina- 
tion. He did not belong to that class of 
men who usually challenge the h of 
mankind, and to whom the world ascribes greatness 
or builds its monuments, He was neither philoso- 

her, nor orator, nor lawgiver, nor conqueror, nor 
ounder of empire or of state. He was not the 
epcmte of any religion or sect or creed which bound 
his followers together and committed them to the 
duty of perpetuating his memory. He achieved no 
poe triumph in politics or war, or in literature; in- 

eed none of those brilliant successes, in any line of 
thought or action, which gild the name of great 
leaders aud fill the world with their praises. 

He was born in our sister state of South Carolina 
of humble parennee. and died an unpretendin 
soldier in the non-commissioned ranks of a rebel 
army; and died, too, in the very hour of disastrous 
defeat. Yet there stands not upon this, or any 
Other continent, one monument more worthily 
erected than the granite column and bronze statue 
which we are here to unveil. 

The reasons which called this memorial into be 
ing are numerous and of commanding import. It 
is due firstto Jasper himself—to the modest man 
who was a model of uuselfish devotion to his coun- 
try, and yet who stead astly refused all offers of 

romotion and every testimonial which titles con- 
er, and to which men ordinarily aspire. His ca- 
reer, though brief and comparatively inconspicu- 
ous, Was a rare example of the most splendid and 
romantic heroism ever exhibited in the humblest 
ranks of armies, It was chivalry without its plume; 
courage without its star of distinction; martyrdom 
without its benediction or signet of saintship. 
No note of popular applause ever reached 
his ear nor thrilled his spirit nor streugth- 
ened his resolve. No dream of a pee in History 
ever disturbed his repose or excited his imagination. 
The only reward he proposed for himself seemed to 
have been the indulgence of an instinctive magna- 
nimity of souland conscious elevation of spirit, as 
expressed in deeds of daring in defense of his 
country. At Fort Moultrie, om the 28th day of June, 
1776, he leaped through an embrasure, under furious 
fireéand recovered, with its shattered staff, the 
fallen flag of South Carolina. In Georgia, on out- 
wee duty, he released prisoners from the enemy's 

ands, and distinguished himself by deeds of extra- 
ordinary daring. 

On the 9th day of October. 1779, at Savannah, be- 
fore he had reached the age of thirty years, wcunded 
faint and bleeding, he pressed to the front and fell 
with the flag of his country in his hand, while seek- 
ing to place it on the enemy’s entrenchment. 

fis life was a noble illustration of all the charac- 
teristics that adorn the soldier and the patriot. It 
was an exhibition ofallthe boasted virtu:s of the 
ner, sptepeety ofthe olden times. Patriotism burned 
with a steadfast and undying fiame in nis breast. 
His courage was ofthe most ‘heroic and elevated 
type. His modesty was as conspicuous as his splen- 
did and unselfish valor. He little thought, when, 
with his dying breath he said: “Tell Mrs. 
Elliott that I saved the flag she gave us, though I 
lost my life,’’ that he was placingin the hands of 
the historic muse one of the rarest gems of chivalry 
thatever sparkled upon her bosom. Indeed, his 
modest worth, his lofty courage, his self-sacrifice, 
his disinterestedness and his touching reverance for 
womanhood, inthe hourof dangerand of death, 
constitutes the very essence and glory of chivalry. 
They illustrate the truth that nuine greatnegs of 
soul is independent of rank, of titles, or of station. 
In recognition of this great truth and of his ge 
larly high and distinctively noble qualities, this 
memorial is most worthily erected to Sergeant Wil- 
liam Jasper. 

In the next place thismonument should stand 
asa perpetual testimony to the noble men aud 
women whose spirit conceived, and whose labors 
have built it, History is partial and exclusive in 
the selection of subjects for the bestowal of its fa- 
vors. Itsspirit is essentially aristocratic. It de- 
lights to plgy courtier, not to privates or to untitled 
heroes, but to epauletted chieftains, to monarchs 
and to great commanders, In selecting, therefore, 
this modest heroof the ranksas your model ‘‘to 
give thé world assurance ofa man,’’ you have hon- 
ored yourselves as surely as you honor him. 
You have raised this monument not only to 
Jasper, but to that vast army of unpretend- 
ing heroes who, in, ali armies, have fought and 
suffered, and without the hope of distinction, have 
forgotten self, braved dangers, faced death un- 
blanched, torn flags from the enemy’s hands and 
placed their own on hostile breastworks, or gone 
down to unlettered graves in the crash and carnage 
of war. I most heartily rejoice that, despite our 
poverty, southern hearts bave conceived and south- 
ern hands completed this enduring memorial to this 
distinguished representative of a noble brotherhood 
who, in every war, fill its ranks, suffer its bitterest 
privations and face its fiercest fires. 

Again I thank you = count en, that you 
have thought me worthy utter, in your behalf, 
becoming sentiments upon an occasion so significant 
and so replete with patriotic suggestions. 

But again. This monument will become another 
bond ofsympathy between Ireland and erica. 
Let us regard it in some sense as a memorial of the 
heroic and pathetic struggle, waged for self-govern- 
ment by Jasper’s fatherland—that Niobe of the 
nations, ‘“‘songful, soulful, sorrowful Ireland,” the 
echoes of whose woes are in werd "aang in Christen- 
dom; whose genius and courage bave enriched and 
ennobled every land, and whose irrepressible 
passion for liberty, growing stronger through cen 
—— of oppression is the great phenomenon of 

istory. 

“Tender, comely, valiant Ireland,’’ may her resur- 
rection morn speedily break ina blaze of triumph 
and of deliverance from oppression. May it hera 

he erection-of another monument, built by her own 
sons, upon her own soil, to her own freedom, and to 
the conceded and inalienable right of Irishmen to 
local self-government forever. 

Lastly, Linterpret the pur of your monument 
to be the commemoration of those noble attributes 
of character which Jasper so beautifully illustrated 
in his lifeand death. “God save liberty and my 
country!’ was his exclamation as he rescued the 

at Fort Moultrie. He declined a commission 
because he felt that he could better serve his coun- 
try in his humble station. In his dying hour he de- 
clared that the recollection of his services brought a 
secret joy to his heart when it was about to cease its 
throbs forever. And as he closed his eyes upon his 
struggling country he desired that his father be as- 

ured that his son had died with a steadfast faith in 
an immortal life beyond the grave. 

Such are the exalted characteristics and senti- 
ments which this monument commemorates. 
Around itare tostandin unbroken circie all the 
virtues illustrated in ee, modest but glori 
career. Here are to stan gee with - 
rest, but itgstar undimmed; modesty, with ifs veil 
heightening the meritsit could not conceal; disin- 
terestedness, with all its eer ay of a ay moral 
beauty; patriotism, the rightful king ofthe historic 
virtues; and, lastly, the spirit of a willing martyr- 
dom in the cause of truth and of country, receiving 
its immortal crownin the moment of self immola- 
tion. Although not represented to the eye in brass 
or chiseled marble, these yirtues are to stand, as if 
with visible presence, around this statue of bee pd 
and with inspired lips shall sp2ak tothe yout of 
thisand coming generations, invoking them to a 
higher and more consecrated life with an em i 
yal, . 

To conceive the thought of building such a monu- 
ment is tomake a departure in commemorative 
usage, which no language can toostrongly commend. 
History, I repeat, is always aristocratic. Its civic 
crowns are too often bestowed on unworthy princes, 
rather than upon meritorious representatives of the 
common people. The world builds its highest 


monuments to power and raises its triumphal 


arches to intelectual greatness, and it builds wisely. 
But I wish to declare with especial emphasis that 
you have built more wisely in erecting this monu- 
ment to character, rt, to that better and 
higher pert of our humanity, which is the source of 
every high inspiration and noble action; the God 
made temple of human justice; the God erected 

tes e's truth, charity and 
liberty kindle their inextinguishabie fires, 

I cannot consent to leave the thought which I 
now seek to impress without§-ubmitting one or two 
practical suggestions. 

My profound belieristhatit would be well for 
our race if no action, however brilliant or success- 
ful, were deemed truly great unless inspired by a 
great motive and directed to the accomplishmen 
ofan exalted end, Iam persuaded that what the 
worid needsin this materialistic age is more of 
heart, and of the heart’s influence over man’s cold 
intellectuality; more of soul and of human sympa- 
thy, and less of sordid selfishness: more 
and less of hades in business, in politics, and in ail 
the relations and transactions of men. 

My {further profound belief is that what this great 
republic most needs is to develop to a higher degree 
the sensibilities of the people; to cultivate between 
parties and sections the spirit of a Christian tolera- 
tion, which is at once the hest attainment of a 

rfect civilization, the fun ental law of repub- 

cs and the first essential of their unity. We ueed 
to have our political opinions tem a broader 
mee way and softened by a nobler charity. We 
need to have erected in this republi¢ the standard 
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ter concord and more perfect unity. On the

Ment to be unveiled, and Misses Brandt and 
Nisbet cast away the cords that bound the 
flags around the monument, and the other 
young ladies lifted them from the statue. As 
the flags floated on high, the cheers and con- 
tinued applause from the assembled people, 
showed that the spirit of ’76 still lives fresh in 
the hearts of the people of Georgia. 

At the close of the president’s speech Cap- 
tain Flannery arose, and in afew appropriate 
words presented the monument to the mayor 
and aldermen of the city of Savannah, and 
Mayor Lester, after commenting on the occa- 
sion and relating afew of the patriotic deeds 
of the Irish volunteer, received it in behalf of 
the mayor, aldermen and citizens of Savannah. 

Captain Flannery, then proposed three cheers 
for the orator of the day, and the assembled 
ort made the welkin ring in honor of the 

yattle-scared veteran, John B. Gordon, gov- 
ernor of Georgia. The different military bands 
began to play, and the unveiling of the Jasper 
monument was a tning of the past. 

Before leaving, the governor saluted each of 
the thirteen states with a kiss, and never were 
the representatives of states more honored by 
receiving such-a salute from such a man, nor @ 
governor more fortunate in having such repre- 
sentatives tosalute. The procession then pro- 
ceeded to the park extension, where the gov- 
ernor held a review of the troops. All of the 
commands had full ranks. The Huzzars had 
sixty-one men out, and they were all finely 
mounted. The Chathams, under Captain 
Wheaton, had out the largest number in years 
and made a good showing. The Macon Vol- 
unteers were generally complimented for their 
appearance. 

THE AFTERNOON CEREMONIES. 

In the afternoon there were several boat 
races, to which eyerybody went, and a _ pleas- 
ant afternoon was spent. Atfouro’clock the 
banquet given the Macon Volunteers by the 
Chatham Artillery began.

COUNTERFEIT DOLLAR. 


They Find Five More Just Like It 
—Who Made It? 


A Dutch Peddler Takes a Counterfeit Dollar 
and Has the Negro Arrested—He 
Tells an Innocent Story. 


Last night a bright looking malatto, who 
gave his name as James T. Leslie, occupied a 
cell at police headquarters. 

The old adage about money being the root 
of all evil is strictly true in Leslie’s case, for 
if it had not been fora counterfeit dollar 
the chances are that Leslie would have slept 
peacefully at home last night. 

Yesterday. a Dutch peddier named H. 
Laritz, was making his way down Decatur 
street with a pack of pillow shams, dress pat- 
terns, etc., when he was stopped by Leslie in 
front of Divine’s store, on Decatur street. 

“What you got there ?”’ asked the darky. 

The peddler’s patience was more serviceable 
than his English, so he spread his wares out 
and let them advertise themselves. 

The darky finally bought six yards, at 25 
cents a yard, and gave the Dutchman in pay- 
meht a dollar piece and 50 cents in change. 
The peddler packed his goods and went one 
way, and the darky took his bundle and went 
the other way. 

The rest of the story was gathered from the 
negro in his cekelast night. 

_“T went home out here between Hilliard and 
Yonge streets, close to Decatur, and left the 
bundle. Then I started back towards town. 
I got back up here on Decatur street and Pa- 
trolmen Mercer and Goodson stopped me. 

‘IT couldn’t think what on earth they wanted, 
even after — asked me if Thadn’t given a 
dollar to that Dutch peddler. 

_“T got the money somewhere and never no- 
ticed it particular. If it is sure enough coun- 
terfeit inoney it fooled me and it fooled the 
peddler, for he didn’t say anything or seem to 
notice anything about it.’”’ 

Soon after the peddler made his complaint, 
& patrolman came in with three more counter- 
feit dollars, and still later another patrolman 
with two more of them. 

Later still a prisoner was arrested for drunk 
on the streets, and when he was searcheda 
counterfeit half dollar was found upon his per- 
son. The prisonerisa white man, and well 
known in Atlanta, but his arrest throws no 
light upon the question as to who made the 
money. 

The counterfeiting is a poor job. The coins 
have a dull leaden color, no ring at all, are 
ptr light, and the material is such that the 
outlines could not be made sharp and strong 
like those on a silver coin. 

‘‘Wonder what it’s made of,” said Call 
Officer Green last night as he examined the 
dollar which had been worked off on the Datch 
peddler. 

‘They are all made by the same man,” said 
Captain Wright as he placed the other dollars 
beside the first one. 

“The peddler’s dollar was made in 1883, and 
one of those was madein ’83, while the three 
are marked ’86,’’ said Captain Couch. 

TI don’t care; the fellow may have had two 
dies. Its all made by the same fellow, and 
out of the same material.”’ 

It certainly seemed so just to look at them. 

“A fellow that would take such a counter- 
fejt as that ought to lose his money,” said 
“Colonel”’ Thompson, gravely. 

“I never saw material like that before,” 
said Captain Couch. ‘‘And what puzzles me 
is to see how it got scattered all over town so 
quick. The first we heard of it was this after- 
noon, and here are several people that seem to 
have it on hand.” 

_ So far as could be learned last night, the po- 
lice were somewhat at sea in regard to the 
matter. 

“T’ll bet it was done by a gang of men,” said 
the colonel. 

“And I'll bet it was done by one man,” said 
Captain Couch. 

“T’ll bet it was done by a negro,” said Joe 
Green. 

-*And just to follow suit,” said Captain 
Wright, ‘I'll say it was done by a young white 
map, who never did a job of the kind before.”’ 

“It’s my time again,’’ said the colonel, **I’ll 
bet the fellow lives in town.”’ 

*‘And I'll bet he don’t,” said Captain Coueh. 

That’s how the matter stovud last night.
